In oarU(>r times [lop ooni was yi’L'’ 
oonimonl.v grown in small quantities i 
on many farms and in gardens fo. I i 
liome eonsumption. for it lias long j 
been a favorite food, or food aeees- | 
sory, with Ainerieans. In recent ycai . 
there has been a tendency to depend 
on the larger growers for pop corn, 
and this crop is now raised in some 
regions to a very large extent, says 
a bulletin. For instance, a large 
grower in Iowa is reported to have 
l.(K)U acres annually iilauted to pop 
<cru, and iii some regions of Nebraska, , 
notalily on the north and middle loup-. 1 
pop corn is practically tlie only crop 
grown. 1(K) bushels to the acre, it is 
said, being an ordinary j Icld. h i'n’ 
pop corn is al.so grown on a large 
scale in some regions of Michigan. 

As regards the cnltnro of pop corn, 
it ma.v be said in lirief tliat it is mu b 
llie same as for sweet corn. M be.i 
grown on a large scale, it is drilled in. 
and it is not planted in ebeeks. It is 
usually harvested by band and mar¬ 
keted on the cob or sbelted. It is dif¬ 
ficult to estimate tlie cost of produc¬ 
tion. owing to the limited data avail- 
t.lile. lint, according to a Nebraska 
writer, it can prolmbly lie grow'u and 
placed on Hie market for $1- to Sflo 
an acre. Several years ago pop corn 
sold in Nebraska for 311.50 per 100 
pounds, but for last year’s crop (1003) 
only 90 cents per lOo pounds was of 
fered.
